Dear Colonel: 


For the first time since leaving 
Miami we have a full day w ith­ 
out commitments. This pause hap­ 
pily serves a twofold purpose. We 
are given a respite from the arders 
of sightseeing and are afforded an 
opportunity to record some of our 
observations and experiences. 
At this point, Vina 
Del 
Mar, 
Chile, we are approxim ately 5000 
miles almost due south of Miami. 
The Pan American Airways Sys­ 
tem is so well known I shall refer 
only briefly to this

transportation. For a period of ap­ 
proxim ately 
ten 
years 
regular 
schedules have been 
m aintained 
between Miami and Santiago, the 
System’s Southern-m ost term inal. 
Altitudes in routine flight 
vary 
between 5000 and 14,000 feet. 
In 
very recent years the famous fly­ 
ing boat has been displayed by the 
land 
transport. 
Economies 
and 
flexibility were the chief factors 
in this transition. 
Pontoons, the 
distinguishing feature 
of 
flying 
boats are not mobile as 
are 
the 
landing gears of the land trans­ 
port, which is 
therefore 
faster. 
Furtherm ore, w ater 
swells 
and 
floating debris are hazards not to 
be found on 
landing 
fields. 
In 
connection with air transportation, 
absence of competition is clearly 
a virtue. 
Pan American does not 
subscribe to the stupid idea the 
m ail m ust fly.

It is very apparent the Presi­ 
dent and Mr.

many sources I learn that, for the 
first time, the average South Am­ 
erican, the fellow who is sufficient­ 
ly concerned with the affairs of 
his country to use the ballot, be­ 
lieve the U. S. is genuinely inter­ 
ested in the welfare of her sister 
republics, and is motivated by a 
semblance of altruism rather than 
pure commercialism. 
This, I am 
reliably informed, is a complete 
reversal of sentiment 'since 
the 
first 
inauguration 
of 
President 
Roosevelt. 
However it would be 
grossly inaccurate to say all is well 
south of the border. 
We cannot 
hope to expiate our sins

night. 
There is little defense of

ployes be given pay increases of 
$385,000 when the minimum wage 
order of the 
nation’s 
railroad 
workers become effective Satur­ 
day. 
It is estimated that 70,000 
workers will be affected by the 
minimum wage order and wage 
increases will total more than $7,- 
000,000 annually. 
The order was issued by Gen­ 
eral Philip B. Fleming, adminis­ 
trator of the wage and hour divi­ 
sion, United States Department of 
Labor, on the recommendation of 
the railroad carrier industry com­ 
mittee appointed under the Fair 
Labor 
Standards 
Act 
(Federal 
Wage 
and 
Hour 
Law). 
The 
recommendations were made after 
extensive investigations and pub­ 
lic hearings. 
• The minimum wage established 
for trunk line railroads was 36 
cents an hour and for short lines 
33 cents an hour. 
About 05,000 
workers will receive pay raises on 
the trunk lines and 5.000 on the 
short lines. 
By lar the 
largest 
group affected by the order will be 
the maintenance of way employes, 
including crossing, bridge flagmen 
and gatemen. 
It will also include 
clerical workers, station workers, 
shop laborers, red caps, dining car 
and kitchen workers where their 
present w5ge is lower

minimum established. 
This is the third largest wage 
increase to be ordered under the 
Wage and Hour law.

was in the apparel industry where 
a schedule of minimum wage rates 
from 32*2 cents up to 40 cents an 
hour increased the rate of pay for 
about 175.000 workers.

Cotton For Play 


PROPERTY QUALIFICATION 
FOR MUNICIPAL VOTERS 
AND OFFICE HOLDERS 
ABOLISHED 


Few legislative enactments have 
created as much inteiest in this 
country as those regarding suf­ 
frage. Only after gradual and con­ 
tested 
legislation could Missouri 
offer equal voting privileges to her 
citizens 
On 
February 15. 1841. 
one hundred years ago, property 
ownership ceased to be a major 
requirement for voting in munici­ 
pal election in the State. On that 
date, Governor Thomas Reynolds 
signed a bill repealing previous 
Missouri laws which had limited 
the franchise in city elections to 
the property owning class. 
It is an item worthy of note that 
the election qualification abolish­ 
ed by the act of 1841 was almost 
identical 
with 
the provision 
of 
the first election law over adopt­ 
ed in the territory now included 
in Missouri. This first law adopt­ 
ed on June 18. 1808, by the legis­ 
lative council for the Territory 
of Louisiana provided 
that 
no 
person should be entitled to vote 
for municipal 
officials 
“ except 
free white male inhabitants, above' 
the age of twenty-one, who have 
resided within such 
town 
one 
year preceding such election, and 
whose names are to be found on 
the district list of taxable*.” 
In time, as elections became ofj 
more than local importance, re­ 
strictions were placed on other 
types of electors in the territory. 
In the congressional act of June 
4, 1812. which provided for the 
formation of the 
Territory 
of 
Missouri, provision was made for 
a general assembly with an elec­ 
tive house of representatives to be 
elected by citizens who 
among 
other qualifications should 
have 
“paid a territorial or county tax" 
on personal property. 
This re­ 
quirement, prescribed by act o f( 
Congress, 
remained 
unchanged 
during the territorial 
period. 
' 
The wave of Jeffersonian de­ 
mocracy 
which spread through 
the West in the early years of the 
last country ^eft its impression on 
the Missouri constitution of 1820, 
and in that famous document the 
property 
qualification 
restriction 
was removed from those voting in 
State elections. But the property 
qualification in the law’ of 1808 
restricting voters H incorporated 
towms remained during the terri­ 
torial period and up until 1841. 
Geyor’s digest of the laws of the 
Missouri territory for 1818, the 
revised statutes of the State of 
Missouri for 1825 and 
1835 
all 
show that the elector in 
towns i 
must pay a town or county tax. | 
Also, trustees were required to 
be “ householders.” 
Finally, on the crest of a sec­ 
ond. or Jacksonian, democratizing' 
movement, two decades after Mis­ 
souri was admitted to statehood, 
the 
propei ty 
qualifications 
w’as 
abolished and the right to vote 
and hold oft ice in Missouri towns 
w’as given to all free white male 
citizens of twenty-one years 
of 
age or over. 
The bill which removed prop-! 
erty qualifications lor voters 
in 
Missouri towns originated in the 
State house of representatives. It 
was introduced by John S. Phelps 
of Greene county, later governor 
of Missouri, and provided that all 


free 
white 
males 
twenty-one 
years old, citizens of the United 
States, and residents of the State 
for one year and of the town for 
six months could vote in munici­ 
pal elections, 
When the bill was sent to the 
senate, an amendment offered by 
Thomas H 
Harvey from 
Saline 
county, was adopted inserting the 
words, "No property qualification 
shall be required of any person, 
to render him eligible to any of­ 
fice. in any city or incorporated 
town.”
